School dinners 

back on menu! 


A MAJOR scheme to 
bring back hot dinners to 
all Northamptonshire's 
schools has been sup¬ 
ported by councillors. 

Members of Northampton¬ 
shire County Council’s cabi¬ 
net this week approved a multi¬ 
million-pound scheme which 
will see 93 per cent of the 
county’s schools given access to 
hot meals by 2013. 

The move was welcomed by 
the council’s cabinet member 
for schools, Councillor Andrew 
Grant {Con, Brackley East). 

He said: “Half of our schools 
don’t have a hot food service, but 
we want to make sure all our 
children are provided with good 
quality hot meals at school.” 

The scheme, which will be 
pushed forward with more than 
£10 million of Government 
money, will create about 250 
new jobs. 

It was backed by other mem¬ 
bers of the authority’s cabinet, 
but opposition councillors 
claimed the move was only 
needed because the Conserva¬ 
tives scrapped funding for hot 
school dinners in the 1990s. 

Councillor Tony Clarke (Ind, 


Castle ) said: “This service 
should never have been taken 
away in the first place. 

“I’m glad the Conservatives 
have now seen the benefit of 
providing good, nutritional, 
hot food for children in the 
county but it should never have 
been scrapped.” 

He was backed by Council¬ 
lor Mark Bullock {Lab, Corby 
Central ) who added: “This is 
the best decision this council 
has made in many years, but it 
doesn’t take away the fact that 
plenty of politicians have got a 
lot of things in the past to 
reproach themselves about.” 

Among the politicians in the 
council chamber was veteran 
councillor Gina Ogden {Con, 
Weedon Bee & Woodford), who 
made the decision to cut back 
on hot dinners in the 1990s. 

She said: “It was a difficult 
decision to make but, looking 
back, it was the right thing to do 
at the time. I’m delighted it’s 
coming back again.” 

Under the new proposals, 
which will be implemented 
from 2010, schools which do 
not currently have kitchens 
will either have new facilities 
built or meals brought in.

Concern 
over high 
street 
vaccines 

HEALTH professionals at the NHS in 
Northamptonshire have criticised the 
news that a high street store in 
Northampton is soon to start paid- 
for vaccinations against cervical can¬ 
cer. 

Boots in the Grosvenor Centre in 
Northampton town centre is one of 134 
stores across England and Wales cho¬ 
sen to offer the vaccination service, 
which will be aimed at women aged 
between 18 and 54. 

The vaccination will take the form 
of a series of three injections, costing 
a total of £405, which it is said will 
provide protection against the two 
forms of the human papillomavirus 
(HPV) which are responsible for 70 per 
cent of cervical cancer cases. 

But health professionals have said 
there is no need for women to pay 
for the service, which is offered free on 
the NHS. 

Dr Olufunke Adedeji, consultant 
for health protection at the NHS in 
Northamptonshire, said: “Women

should be aware many of them are eli¬ 
gible to get the HPV vaccine free on the 
NHS. We are currently offering vac¬ 
cinations to girls who will most ben¬ 
efit from them. 

“We are running a schools vacci¬ 
nation programme for year 8 girls 
and we are also offering vaccinations 
to girls under 18 who are not in 
school.” 

Dr Adedeji also warned that vac¬ 
cinations may not be 100 per cent 
effective and women should not think 
they can rely on them alone. 

She said: “Women who have been 
sexually active may have already been 
exposed to these cancer-causing 
viruses, so the vaccinations may not be 
as effective as they could be in older 
people. 

“In any case, like many other vac¬ 
cinations, these injections are not 
100 per cent effective so it remains very 
important women do not see them as 
a cure-all, but continue to practise 
safe sex and attend for regular screens 
with their GP.” 


THE FAMILY of a hero soldier 
who has been awarded the 
Military Cross for making a 
daring rescue under gunfire 
in Afghanistan have said 
they are tremendously proud 
of him. 

Abington man, Acting Corpo¬ 
ral John Ballance, aged 26, who 
serves with the Royal Marines, 
rescued a casualty during a bat¬ 
tle in the war-torn country despite 
coming under heavy enemy gunfire. 

He was awarded the Military 
Cross for his actions this week as 
part of the Ministry of Defence’s 
(MoD) Operational Awards List, 
which recognises the actions of 
gallant soldiers. 

A spokesman for the MoD said: 
“Despite a heavy weight of enemy 
fire, Ballance and a comrade relent- 
lessly cleared a route towards 
stricken casualties. 

“With complete disregard for 
his own safety, Ballance repeat¬ 
edly ran from cover into fire to 
manage the evacuation of a casu¬ 
alty and continue the battle.” 

Acting Cpl Ballance was pre¬ 
sented with his award at a cere¬ 
mony in Plymouth last week where 
he was among a number of brave 
servicemen and women to be 
recognised. 

The Secretary of State for 
Defence, Bob Ainsworth, said: “The 
stories of gallantry and heroism 
behind these honours and awards 
are nothing short of astounding. 

“Reading through the citations 
serves as a reminder, were it 
needed, that the UK really does 
have the bravest, most professional 
military in the world. 

“The servicemen and women 
recognised today are not just the 
pride of the British Armed Forces, 
they are the pride of Britain,” he 
added. 

Rugby loving Acting Cpl Bal¬ 
lance joined the Royal Marines 
aged 18 and was sent straight to the 
Gulf shortly after completing his 
basic training in 2003. 

His sister, Lydia, said the whole 


family was proud of his actions 
overseas. 

She said: “You can’t believe how 
proud we all are of him. He loves 
being in the Royal Marines, it’s 
something he’s always wanted to do 
and he’s devoted his life to it. 

“It’s what he lives for.” 

The former Northampton School 
for Boys pupil was named most 


dedicated cadet when he completed 
his basic training aged 19 and was 
among just 21 people from an orig¬ 
inal 85 who finished the gruelling 
course. 

He also currently plays for the 
Royal Marines rugby team and is a 
former captain of both the Old 
Scouts Colts, who play in Abington, 
and his school team. 


Mother 
avoids jail 
over child 
cruelty 

A MOTHER who left her children so 
hungry they were found rifling through 
other children’s lunchboxes for food has 
avoided jail. 

The 32-year-old, who admitted child cru¬ 
elty charges and common assault on 
her two daughters, was given a sus¬ 
pended sentence at Northampton Crown 
Court yesterday. 

Her 38-year-old partner was jailed for 
nine months after previously admitting 
the same offences on the girls, aged 
under ten. 

The couple, from Northampton’s east¬ 
ern district, cannot be named for legal 
reasons after Judge Michael Fowler 
imposed reporting restrictions to protect 
the children’s identities. 

Both defendants previously pleaded 
guilty to assault by smacking the girls, as 
well as cruelty offences. 

Last June, one of the girls told a mem¬ 
ber of support staff that her mother’s 
partner had hit her. 

Steven Evans, prosecuting, said the 
girls had already been noted to be 
unkempt, often with untreated nits, reg¬ 
ularly late for school with nobody bring¬ 
ing them or picking them up. 

He said: “The school noted, and it was 
always part of our case, other concerns 
in terms of the children’s hygiene and the 
issue of nits, not that there was a criti¬ 
cism by the school of children who had 
nits, but about treatment. And there 
were concerns about the children being 
hungry. 

“It was noted by the school that the chil¬ 
dren were found at a neighbouring school 
searching through lunchboxes.” 

The girls were examined by a doctor 
who found bruises on their thighs, judged 
to have been caused by “moderate to 
severe” force. 

Police examined the house and found 
evidence the couple smoked cannabis 
and found it to be in a poor state of 
repair, including the girls’ bedroom. 

He said: “It’s accepted that part of 
the punishment for these children was 
that toys would be removed. There was 
almost a complete absence of any chil¬ 
dren’s items in the house.” 

Judge Michael Fowler sentenced the 
man to nine months in prison and the 
mother to a total of 26 weeks, suspended 
for two years, with supervision and an 
order to complete 150 hours community 
service. The girls are now being looked 
after by their maternal grandmother.

BRAZEN thieves used a 
carving knife to tunnel 
through a charity shop's 
wall before making off 
with a laptop and a safe. 

The burglars broke into the 
British Heart Foundation shop 
in Abington Street, Northamp¬ 
ton, in the early hours of Fri¬ 
day morning. 

After climbing over a flat 
roof and smashing a window to 
get in, they stole a carving 
knife from the shop’s kitchen so 
they could tunnel through a 
toilet wall and into area man¬ 
ager Gareth Julian’s locked 
office. 

Once inside, they ransacked 
the office before stealing Mr 
Julian’s laptop and car keys. 

He said: “They were cer¬ 
tainly desperate to get my lap¬ 
top, I reckon they must have 
spotted it through the window 
when they were climbing up. 

“But robbing a charity shop, 
that’s as low as you can get. 
Are they really that desper¬ 
ate?” 

After ransacking the office, 
the thieves made their way 
downstairs where they rifled 
through the storeroom before 
spotting the safe. 

After trying every key in the 
building to open it, they even¬ 
tually gave in and stole the 
entire safe, which contained 
only £180. 


Mr Julian said: “The sad 
thing is, to get us back up and 
running properly again, the 
charity’s going to have to spend 
money which would otherwise 
have been used to save people’s 
lives. 

“And for the actual volun¬ 
teers in the shop, something 
like this is almost as bad as 
having their home broken into,” 
he added. 

“When you’re a charity 
worker, you just don’t expect 
something like this to happen. 

“I’ve been at this shop for 
the past four years and we’ve 
never had anything like this 
before.” 

Forensic experts from 
Northamptonshire Police spent 
yesterday morning gathering 
evidence from the scene, mean¬ 
ing the shop had to be closed 
until 1pm. 

A spokesman for the force 
said: “The break-in was 
reported to us at about 8.30am 
when workers first arrived at 
the shop. 

“Our investigations are 
under way but we would appeal 
for anyone who knows any¬ 
thing about the break-in to get 
in contact with us.”

Car careers 
into gardens

A CAR tore through three back 
gardens in the middle of the 
night, leaving a trail of destruc¬ 
tion which looked "like the after- 
math of an earthquake" 

The Citroen C3 shot through the gar¬ 
dens after leaving the roundabout at 
the back of cul-de-sac Swinford Hol¬ 
low, Little Billing, Northampton, at 
about 11pm on Thursday. 

Householders say the driver lost con¬ 
trol and the car hit the kerb, smashing 
into the first garden. The car, which is 
believed to have had four occupants, 
careered through two gardens before 
crashing into a shed in the third, when 
its driver and passengers fled the scene. 

Police were called and an 18-year-old 
man and a 16-year-old girl were arrested 
on suspicion of aggravated taking with¬ 
out consent. 

Selina Hundley, aged 27, a teacher, 
whose garden was the first to be hit, 
said she and her neighbours were up 
most of the night sorting out the mess 
and allowing a truck through to tow 
away the car. 

She said: “It looks like an earthquake 
has happened. It didn’t look like they 
even braked from the roundabout. They 
continued and ploughed into the sec¬ 
ond and third gardens. I have no doubt 
they have no idea what they’re doing. It’s 
their human error and sheer stupidity 
that’s going to cost a lot of people a lot 
of time and money.” 

The car, which was also damaged, 


was towed away at about 1.30am. 

A spokesman for Northamptonshire 
Police said: “We received a call just 
after 11pm about a car having caused a 
lot of damage. 

“We believe there were four people in 


the car, although it was empty when 
we got there.” 

The 16-year-old girl and the 18-year-old 
man were being interviewed yesterday 
in connection with the crash at Weston 
Favell police station. 


University defends degree 


THE University of Northampton has defended itself against 
claims in the national media that students get marks just 
for “turning up”. 

In an article published in the limes Higher Education Sup¬ 
plement on Thursday, it was suggested that 10 per cent of 
the final grade of a module on a psychology course was based 
on “seminar attendance”. 

But the university has expressed its disappointment at the 
story - entitled Thanks very much for coming: you shall be 
rewarded. 

Staff said the marks were made up by producing a port¬ 


folio of work linked to attending the classes. 

Mark Ferguson, head of communications at the univer¬ 
sity, said: “We responded to the limes Higher Education Sup¬ 
plement query at the time by explaining that student atten¬ 
dance in this context translates as ‘engagement’, not just 
simply turning up. 

Meanwhile, the university has dropped eight places to 100th 
best in the country in the latest annual The Sunday Times 
University Guide 2010. Northampton was also ranked 15th 
out of a total of 18 universities in the Midlands by the limes 
Educational Supplement.

Industrial action 
threat to trains 


TRAIN services to and from 
Northampton face further dis¬ 
ruption with the threat of indus¬ 
trial action looming. 

London Midland, which can¬ 
celled all but one of its Sunser- 
vices last week because of staff 
shortages, is facing strike action 
in a row over pay. 

It would be the latest major 
disruption to train services out 
of Northampton, with the strike 
potentially affecting all services. 

London Midland, which oper¬ 
ates more than 1,200 services a 
day to 149 stations, was criti¬ 
cised after revealing its drivers 
usually worked on a voluntary 
basis on Sundays and not enough 
staff volunteered to work last 
weekend. It meant passengers 
had to travel by coach to Rugby 
and Milton Keynes and trans¬ 


fer to other operators. 

The company extended 
enhanced overtime payments 
in a bid to avoid a repeat of dis¬ 
ruption to services last week¬ 
end. 

But the Rail Maritime and 
Transport union (RMT) 
announced it will now ballot its 
members in the company for 
industrial action in a long-run¬ 
ning row over harmonisation 
of pay and conditions. 

The row broke out earlier this 
year but has flared again, threat¬ 
ening a fresh headache for the 
company 

An arrangement to offer 
enhanced overtime to cover the 
summer months elapsed on 
August 30 and, subsequently too 
few staff turned up to run a full 
service. 
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Mystery 
goes on 
after 
50 years 


FRIENDS of a Northamp¬ 
tonshire man who van¬ 
ished 50 years ago are 
marking the anniversary 
of his disappearance with 
a fresh appeal for infor¬ 
mation. 

On Sunday, October 4,1959, 
20-year-old Tony Hockley left 
the village of Crick to return to 
university in Sheffield. Days 
later his motorbike was dis¬ 
covered in East Yorkshire near 
a cliff top but, despite police 
searches and an appeal for 
information, his body was 
never found. 

The case has troubled David 
Thomas, a Crick resident and 
friend of Mr Hockley’s, ever 
since. 

Mr Thomas, 68, said: “It still 
baffles me and my friends. 
There was no reason for Tony 
to commit suicide or be killed. 

“He was just a lad with every¬ 
thing to live for. He was at uni¬ 
versity and was full of life, 
warmth and kindness. 

“His motorbike was found 


without a scratch on it. And if 
he had jumped off the cliff, 
they would have found a body 

“Tony’s family were dis¬ 
traught, his mum always 
thought he’d come home. His 
family left Crick and have since 
passed away 

“But the memories stay with 
you at the back of your mind. 
It’s 50 years since he vanished 
and we still want to know why” 

Since the day Mr Hockley 
disappeared, Mr Thomas has 
heard various rumours. He 
now wants to hear from anyone 
who saw Mr Hockley shortly 
before he vanished. 

Mr Thomas added: “There 
have always been rumours in 
Crick but I’m not interested in 
gossip, I want to know facts. 

“During the summer of 1959, 
Tony worked at BTH and did 
labouring on the Ml - did his 
colleagues see or hear any¬ 
thing? 

“Tony was not aggressive, 
he wasn’t a troublemaker or a 
womaniser. I can’t think why 
anyone would hurt him.”

Land ahoy for 
sea cadets! 


CHAMPION sea cadets from 
Northampton are on the 
verge of securing their future 
with a deal for a new 50- 
year lease for their river¬ 
side headquarters. 

The cadet group of TS Laforey, 
which has won multiple national 
titles, is based on an island in the 
River Nene opposite Beckets Park 
in Northampton. 

However, its current lease ran 
out last year and cadet leaders 
have been trying to hammer out a 
fresh agreement with Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council before plans 
for the new marina gather pace. 

But after more talks, the council 
has now revealed it is ready to 
offer a 50-year lease, five times 
longer than the renewable deals the 
cadets have been offered in the 
past. 

Lieutenant Chris Read, com¬ 
manding officer of the sea cadets, 
said: “We’re delighted if that's 
what happens. It was quite impor¬ 


tant that we got a longer deal 
because of all the uncertainty 
we’d been operating under. At the 
moment, without a lease, we aren’t 
able to go for funding or anything 
because our future wasn’t cer¬ 
tain.” 

Talks on the flagship marina 
project have been going on between 
the council, the Environment 
Agency and tenant groups like 
the sea cadets over who should 
occupy what land and for how 
long. 

It is understood the Environ¬ 
ment Agency owns most of the 
riverside land around Beckets 
Park and the opposite bank where 
the Avon buildings stand. 

However, the river island which 
TS Laforey inhabits will form the 
marina itself, making it a prime 
target for commercial use and the 
cadets were eager to safeguard 
their home. 

Although the Environment 
Agency is understood to have 
offered leases of about 125 years to 


other organisations, Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council believes 50 
years to be adequate. 

Mr Read said: “The deal looks 
like it may be shorter than the 
one offered to other groups by the 
Environment Agency In the long 
term that could place us in jeop¬ 
ardy 

“But having said that we’re still 
very, very pleased that it looks 
like something could be sorted 
out.” 

The training ship TS Laforey 
has been established in Northamp¬ 
ton since 1942 and on its current 
site since 1951. 

The current building was built 
in the 1970s and the name Laforey 
comes from the Northampton affil¬ 
iated ship in the Second World 
War, HMS Laforey 

It was sunk in the Mediter¬ 
ranean in March, 1944, with heavy 
loss of life and every year, the 
unit organises a Laforey Day 
Parade to commemorate the 
loss.

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Man 

jailed 

over 

child 

abuse 

A PAEDOPHILE who was caught 
sexually abusing a two-year-old 
girl had hundreds of child abuse 
images and sexual paraphernalia 
stored at his home, a court heard. 

Police were called in when the girl’s 
mother discovered pervert David Bland, 
aged 64, in the process of attacking her 
child in a neighbour’s garden on June 5. 

As well as discovering his sick collection 
of images, officers also found children’s 
clothes and underwear, bondage gear and 
inflatable dolls at his Roade home. 

At Northampton Crown Court, he was 
jailed for four years and branded “a con¬ 
tinuing danger to young children”. 

Bland, who admitted sexual assault 
and possessing child porn, was given an 18- 
month suspended prison sentence in 1992 
for raping and sexually assaulting an 
eight-year-old boy. 

Passing sentence, Judge Thomas Corrie 
described him as “rather isolated, of lim¬ 
ited abilities but with very definite sexual 
proclivities”. He said: “What this shows is 
you have always had, which you have 
admitted, a sexual interest in young chil¬ 
dren which you have displayed on this 
and at least two other previous occasions.” 

Bland, of Grafton Road, Roade, was 
jailed for four years, with an extended 
licence until 2017, and will be on the sex 
offenders’ register for life. He was also 
made the subject of a sexual offences pre-

Tributes to rugby player 


THE funeral of a former top 
flight rugby player who worked 
as a solicitor in Northampton 
was attended by more than 150 
of his family and friends. 

Robin Hambly, of Kendal 
Close, Boothville, Northamp¬ 
ton, died at the age of 78 in Cyn¬ 
thia Spencer Hospice on August 
31 after a battle with lung cancer. 

During the early part of his 
life, Mr Hambly played for Bath 
Rugby Club for seven seasons 
before he moved to Northampton 
in 1958 to take up a job with 
Perkins and Tustin lawyers and 


solicitors. Despite his experi¬ 
ence of rugby at the highest 
level, Mr Hambly chose not to 
play for the Saints and, instead, 
signed up for Northampton Men’s 
Own, based in Ashton. 

His son Simon said: “He did 
not want to join the Saints as he 
wanted to play for a smaller 
club. His allegiance was always 
with Bath and there tended to be 
a bit of a battle between us as I 
was a Saints fan. 

“He was very quick and was a 
good kicker. We were looking 
through his school reports and 


joking that all the other pupils 
probably hated him because he 
was the kid who was good at 
everything. He loved his sport.” 

The funeral of Mr Hambly, 
who also worked for Ray and 
Vials solicitors in Northamp¬ 
ton, was held at St Peter’s Church 
in Weston Favell on Friday and 
was followed by a wake at The 
Cheyne Walk Club, which he 
was a great supporter of. 

Mr Hambly leaves his wife 
Joan, his son Simon, aged 47, 
his daughter Alison, aged 49 
and three grandchildren.

Debate on 
future of 
building 

IDEAS are being put on the table about 
what to do with the controversial Robin¬ 
son House building in Lumbertubs. 

The building, made up of 65 bed¬ 
sits, was closed in September 2008 
after it was said to have fallen into a 
state of disrepair, had a poor reputation 
among nearby residents, and was dif¬ 
ficult for Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil to rent out. 

It was associated with a raft of prob¬ 
lems in the area, including frequent fire 
brigade call-outs - half of which were 
due to a defective fire alarm at Robin¬ 
son House - and was the scene of crimes 
such as assault, burglary, and anti¬ 
social behaviour, like noise. 

Sally Keeble, MP for Northampton 
North, held a public meeting on Friday, 
also attended by the council’s head of 
housing needs and support, Fran 
Rodgers, to discuss how nearby house¬ 
holders will be consulted about any 
plans. 

Ms Rodgers said there were several 
ideas as to how the building could be 
used, including refurbishment to 
increase the size of the units from one 
bedroom to two or three bedrooms, 
designating the building as specialist 
supported housing or clearing the site 
and realising the land value for rede¬ 
velopment. The householders at the 
meeting were unanimous that they did 
not want the block to be used by single 
people as this would lead to anti-social 
behaviour. 

The house is expected to be con¬ 
verted to its new use by 2011. The 
council’s cabinet will meet at the Guild¬ 
hall to discuss options for the building 
on September 23 at 6pm.

A SHOP worker at a Northamp¬ 
ton holiday park has said he 
was terrified after a robber 
with a handgun threatened to 
“blow his head off”. 

David Blackall, whose wife 
owns camping shop Essential 
Memories in Billing 
Aquadrome, was looking after 
the store on Saturday at about 
3.45pm when a man wearing a 
balaclava walked in and 
demanded money from the till. 

The 60-year-old was forced to 
hand over about £150 before the 
robber ran off along a foot¬ 
path and then up an alleyway 
towards Ravens Way Indus¬ 
trial Estate. 

Mr Blackall said: “He came 
in with a gun and put it to my 
head and said Til blow your 
head off if you don’t give me 
the money’. I was terrified to be 
honest. 

“I do not know if it was a 
replica or the real thing but I 
did not want to find out.” 

Mr Blackall, who moved to 
Billing Aquadrome in March 
after his wife took over the 
camping and equipment store, 
said he had been left very 
shaken up by the ordeal. 

He said: “They probably tar¬ 
geted the shop because they 
thought it was empty and they 
thought they would have an 
easy getaway.

“We are just trying to run a 
business and make a living 
and to have a gun put to your 
face is not very nice.” 

Police have appealed for wit¬ 
nesses to the incident and are 
eager to talk to a person who 
was seen speaking to the 
offender in the alleyway. 

Officers are also keen to 
speak to a woman who was in 
the shop, who was said to be 
very shaken by the incident 
but did not stay to speak to 
Mr Blackall.

£9.4 million 


A BANK which received a 
multi-billion-pound bail-out 
from taxpayers at the height 
of the economic collapse is 
now part of a deal which 
will see millions invested in 
a Northamptonshire hous¬ 
ing estate. 

The Government poured 
£20 billion into the Royal 
Bank of Scotland to prop up 
the stricken bank at the 
height of the financial crisis. 

And now it has been 
revealed RBS, in which the 
Government has a 70 per 
cent stake, is part of a devel¬ 
opment deal which will see 
£9.4 million invested in 
Grange Park. 

The cash will go towards 
providing facilities such as 
indoor and outdoor sports 
areas, community buildings 
and public art alongside a 
major new housing and office 
development. 

The funding deal has been 
put together by the West 
Northamptonshire Develop¬ 
ment Corporation (WNDC), 


which was set up by the Gov¬ 
ernment to push forward the 
expansion of the area. 

The WNDC’s newly 
appointed chief executive, 
Peter Mawson, said: “This 
is the largest agreement we’ve 
signed so far under an ini¬ 
tiative which is designed to 
increase developer contri¬ 
butions and bring more infra¬ 
structure investment to West 
Northamptonshire. 

“We’re delighted to have 
secured this agreement and 
look forward to a significant, 
high quality and mixed use 
development coming for¬ 
ward.” 

The full development will 
see 450 new houses, a number 
of offices and a hotel built on 
a 24-acre piece of land in 
Grange Park which was once 
earmarked for an Ikea 
store. 

As owners of the site, RBS 
will fund the £9.4 million 
investment deal for the area 
alongside developers 
Northants Developments Ltd.

Motorstoday. co. u k 


Thursday, September 17, 2009 


iconic 1950s Citroen model 
undergoes another revamp 


Citroen DS3

T HE DS3 is a Citroen supermini 
and the first instalment in the 
manufacturer’s DS sub-range. 
We’re going to see a whole cata¬ 
logue of Citroens taking the DS 
brand name that first appeared in 
the 1950s on one of the most iconic 
cars of the 20th century, and 
attempting to reimagine that 
model’s sense of progress and 
excitement for the modern era. It’s 
a big ask but if Citroen can repli¬ 
cate even a fraction of the furore 
that surrounded the original DS, it 
will be on to a winner. 

Beneath the avant-garde exteri¬ 
or of the DS3 is the chassis from 
the next generation C3 supermini. 
The car has been set up to achieve 
Citroen’s trademark ride comfort 
but also high levels of manoeuvra¬ 
bility with a 10.3m turning circle. 

Providing the motive force are 
90bhp and llObhp 1.6-litre HDi 
diesels with the petrol side of the 
equation accounted for by VTi 
variable valve timing units with 
95bhp and 120bhp. At the top of 
the line-up is the impressive 
150bhp THP turbocharged petrol 
engine. The engines will be mated 
with five or six-speed manual gear¬ 
boxes as standard. 

Wow, the DS3 is quite a sight. 
The basic shape of the car is tradi¬ 
tional supermini with gentle 
curves marking its extremities 
and the wheels pushed out to the 
corners producing a squat, pur¬ 
poseful stance. The real drama, 


however, is in the detail. From that 
‘shark-fin’ B-pillar and the con¬ 
trasting roof panel to the vertical 
strips of LED running lights that 
flank the front grille and the dis¬ 
tinct sill line connecting the whee- 
larches, the DS3 is ferociously 
unconventional. It has the look of 
a concept car but Citroen has built 
it and you can buy it. 

For a modern supermini, the 
DS3 is relatively compact. It’s 
3950mm long and 1710mm wide, 
which is similar to the Ford 
Fiesta, but Citroen has worked 
hard to maintain plenty of interi¬ 
or space. 

The manufacturer claims there’s 
room for five adults with leg room 
in the rear enhanced by the slen¬ 
der backs of the driver and front 
passenger seats. In the tail, the 
boot is 285-litres which is large for 
the supermini class and 60:40 split 
rear seats give options for extend¬ 
ing that capacity 

The engines in the DS3 are 
familiar Citroen units and are 
known to be economical for their 
size and type. The HDi diesels will 
be the ones that drivers intent on 
saving fuel will gravitate towards 
and both feature DPFS particulate 
filters to further clean up their 
acts. The lesser of the two will 
emit around 99g/km of C02 and 
should return around 60mpg on 
the combined cycle. The DS3 is 
also equipped with a gearshift 
indicator that prompts drivers to 


change gear at the opportune 
moment for greater efficiency. 

By looking to its past and the 
unparalleled reputation it once 
had for forward thinking, Citroen 
is confident it can make inroads at 


the trendy end of the small car 
market. The DS3 evokes the 
extraordinary Citroen DS with 
extrovert styling and a focus on 
futuristic design. Citroen has also 
managed to furnish the car with a 


variety of high tech features and 
is presenting customers with a 
range of options to personalise 
their vehicles. Could this be a wel¬ 
come return to Citroen doing what 
it does best?

Winning is all that 
matters for Crosby 


MALCOLM CROSBY says it 
doesn't matter how the Cob¬ 
blers get three points against 
Rochdale on Saturday - as 
long as they get them. 

And the former Sunderland man¬ 
ager has underlined the importance 
of learning from the second-half dis¬ 
play at Notts County during which he 
felt Northampton ‘lost their way.’ 

Crosby was brought in by care¬ 
taker boss Ian Sampson this week 
to help out with coaching duties on a 
freelance basis. 


Three days into his new job, Crosby 
who was a coach at Middlesbrough 
until the club’s relegation from the 
Premier League in the summer, 
admits he has been impressed with 
the attitude of the squad. 

But he is aware they need to end a 
three-game losing streak if his old pal 
is to stand any chance of getting the 
Cobblers job for good. 

“It doesn’t matter how the team 
gets three points on Saturday as 
long as they get them,” he said. 
“We all want to play nice, passing 
football but as long as we win it 


doesn’t matter how we play If we 
can get a good result on Saturday 
then we should be able to kick on 
from there and start picking up 
some points.” 

Crosby was at Meadow Lane on 
Saturday to see Town lose 5-2 to Notts 
County in a game which left Sampson 
‘shell-shocked.’ 

The new coach is keen for the play¬ 
ers to learn from the agony of that 
defeat, and correct the mistakes they 
made. 

“The players’ attitudes have been 
very good,” he said. “They haven’t 


been dwelling on the game they lost 
on Saturday and they’ve been very 
bright in training.” 

Meanwhile, Luke Guttridge is in 
contention for a first-team recall 
after playing for the reserves on 
Tuesday 

Guttridge featured in a 2-2 draw at

EX-LIONS star Jeremy Guscott is back¬ 
ing Saints’ Ben Foden to takeover from 
the injured Delon Armitage at full-back 
for England. 

Armitage dislocated his shoulder in 
London Irish’s 40-10 win over Gloucester on 
Sunday and looks certain to miss Eng¬ 
land’s autumn internationals. 

Gloucester’s Oily Morgan is in Martin 
Johnson’s England squad and looks the 
obvious replacement, with Ugo Monye and 
Mark Cueto able to switch from the wing to 
full-back. 

But Guscott believes Foden is such an 
exciting talent he should be promoted from 
the Saxons squad and straight into the 
England No.15 shirt. 

The former England and Lions centre 
said: “Northampton’s Ben Foden would 
probably get the nod to take over from 
most observers at the moment. 

“He is continuing his attacking ways 
from last season, he loves to take players on 
and generally succeeds.” 

Foden has won one cap for England, 
coming on at scrum-half against Italy last 
season, but he also played against the Bar¬ 
barians in June, starting on the wing and 
scoring a try 

Yet the 24-year-old failed to feature for 
England after being named in the squad to 
take on Argentina in two Tests in the sum¬ 
mer. 

Foden has now decided on carving out a 
career at full-back, and though he hasn’t 
been quite as electrifying as he can be in the 
opening two games of the season, Guscott 
would back the ex-Sale star against 
Argentina, Australia and New Zealand in 
November 

Guscott, in his online column for BBC 
Sport, said: “I would go with Foden, he’s just 
been irresistible with his attacking play and 
there are few players in the premiership 
with his ambition to attack, and succeed in 
doing so, on a regular basis.” 

Meanwhile, Saints boss Jim Mallinder 
has given his backing to Saracens’ Wemb¬ 
ley experiment. 

“With 45,000 people there that is good 
for the game and I suppose what people 
do want to watch is a little bit of contro¬ 
versy,” he said.
